In considering your comments, please deal explicitly with 
the. legal sufficiency of a microfilm copy of a Nondisclosure 
Agreement. The Department of Defense now microfilms 406 6’ s 
and even those are held but. briefly (in terms of the life 
of an indivi dua l who might sign one) because of storage 
PJ°hlems . • ' I need to be able to state that in the opinion of 
the legal advisors to the DCI, the NdA must be preserved in 
paper or, in the legal opinion of the advisors to the DCI, a 
microfilm copy is perfectly satisfactory. 


2. If the microfilm copy is satisfactory (that is, 
legally sufficient), ray whole bloody concern about who holds 
the o^g^uial * s T ^P e ^ out, and I am reasonably sure that I . 
would be able to get microfilm copies for a central file 
if one is deemed useful. -
